Conversion of Mohamme- 
dan Girls Is Crime 
Charged; Eternal Battle 
of Crescent and Cross 


Broussa, Turkey, March 6..—(4)— 
Three American women, involved in 
the historic battle between Cross and 
Crescent, are on trial in Turkey's 
ancient capital for the violation of 
the. rules of the ministry of educa- 
tion through the alleged discussion 
of religion in a mission school. 

Within sight of the minarets of 150 
Mohammedan mosques lying at the 
foot of Mount Olympus, a Turkish 
court is hearing the charges against 
Miss Kdith Sanderson; Miss Lucille 
Day and Miss Jennie Jilson, who are 
accused of teachings which. resulted 
in the conversion of Mohammedan 
virls to the faith of the Man of Gali- 
lee. 

The trial began in a courtroom 
crowded with students of the Ameri- 
can school and zealous local -Moltam- 
medans who are interested in the case

tention, 

A Turkish teacher was as 
one of the early witnesses and testi- 
fied that Mohammedanism is an in- 
tezral part of Turkish nationalism. 
This witness alleged the American 
teachers carried on Christian propa- 
ganda, but denied the charge that re- 
ligious pictures were hung in the 
school. The only pictures in the school, 
so the witness stated, were those of 
Mustapha Kemal and George Waslhi- 
ington. Several other witnesses also 
testified that there was teaching in 
the school. designed te influence pu- 
pills in favor of Christianity.

RIVER DREDGING 


Agreement of Sale of 
Sand Taken From Chat- 
tahoochee to State Goes 
to Governor Today. 


Contracts covering the sale of sand 
in the Chattahoochee river by the 
state of Georgia to the Chattahoochee 
Sand and Gravel company, of Talla- 
hassee, Fla., were drafted Tuesday 
by T. R. Gress, assistant attorney gen- 
eral, and will be submitted to Gover- 
nor Hardman Wednesday for his sig- 
nature, it was announced by Mr 
Gress. 

Drafting of the contract marks the 
culmination of negotiations conduct- 
ed by Charles A. Goldsmith, head 
of the company, and Governor L. G 
Hardman, acting for the state. The 
sand company recently has been dredg- 
ing for sand and gravel on the Appa- 


lachian river, of which the Chatta 
hoochee is a tributary, and this work 
has now reached the Georgia-F lorida 
‘line. 

Under the terms of the contract the 
state of Georgia will receive 5 cenfs 
a cubic yard for the sand and gruvel 
dredged out of the Chattaheochee riv- 
er by the company. Under the terms 
of a similar contract the state of Flor. 
ida last year was paid $28,000 by the 
company for sand and gravel obtained 
from the Appalachicola river. 

The state of Georgia has the right 
to the sand and gravel ‘in the Chatta 
hoochee_ river as this state's boundary 
is the highwater mark on the Alabama 
side of the river, according to a re- 
cent ruling of the assistant attorne, 
general. 

Governor Hardman stated he would 
approve the contract because if would 
create a new source of revenue for 
the state and would mean the estab- 
lishment of plans which wond increase 
the state's taxable properties.

Washington, March 6.—(4)—Bar- 
ring unexpected eventualities, both 
President Coolidge and high treasury 
officials believe there will be a mod- 
erate tax reduction at this session of 
congress. 

Despite opinions from some con- 
giessional souree that appropriations 
by congress will make tax reduction 
impossible at this séssion, the presi- 
dent holds that present appropriations 


have not jeopardized the $225,000,000 
reduction proposed by the. administra- 
tion at the opening of congress. 

He is supported in this view by 
treasury officials who contend that 
their estimates of income and the bud- 
get bureau’s recommendations of ex- 
penditures would be proved substan- 
tially correct when the final figures 
are at hand. 

Both the white house and the treas- 
ury, however, are awaiting the result 
of the March 15 tax payments, which 
will represent the first installment 
of taxes on 1927 incomes and from 
which accurate calculations can be 
made of the total tax receipts for 
the fiseal year 1929. 

President Coolidge predicates his 
helief in a moderate tax reduction on 
the theory that congress will exercise 
care in future appropriations at this 
session. If congress holds down toe 
normal expenditures. he sees no rea- 
son why the tax reduction cannot be 
carired through.

Centenarian 
Bulgarians.

After an exhaustive investigation 
of the world’s longevity statistics, Dr. 
Kyril Popoy, state director of statis- 
tical research in Bulgaria, has drawn 
up a report indicating that more Bul- 


garians live to a great age than any |’ 


other people in the world. In their 
small kingdom, of considerably fewer 
inhabitants than New York, there 
are no fewer than 3,139 persons who 
claim to be centenarians, and who 
can “produce some eyidence to that 
effect. Freedom from worry and 
placidity of disposition were found 
to be the magic talismans that keep 
them alive so long. There are very 
few physicians .in Bulgaria outside 
the infrequent towns, and strong con- 
stitutions rather than medical aid 
conduce to survival to a ripe old age. 
The doctors sent around by the gov- 
ernment to investigate the circum- 
stances of these venerable persons 
found that only 14 of them had ever 
received medical treatment. The great 
majority of the Bulgarian centena- 
rians were found to be simple rural 
peasants who had never earned more 
than the equivalent of a few dollars 
a week, and more than three-quarters 
of them cannot read or write, though 
most of them can play a simple 
stringed musical instrument. Vege- 
tables, fruit, milk, cheese and bread 
constitute most of their food and 
drink. Hardly any tinned or bottled 
foods are consumed by them. Most 
of them did not marry until after 
- age of 30 and have several chil- 
aren,

It seems that the _ physiological 
facts, as expounded now and again in 
this column, are most unpopular, For 
instance, [| wonder if there is any 
body under the sun besides myself 
who is gratified, or at least not dis- 
pleased, to know that virtually or 
practically the human hide never ab- 
sorb anything unless it is first 
broken, blistered, cut, abraded or 
punctured. To my mind this truth 
is comforting on many occasions, for 
instance when I am aiming to paint 
the cellar ceiling—and not always 
hitting what I'm aiming at. When 
I consider the absolute imperviosity, 
if there is such a word, of the skin 
it seems to me that this physiological 
truth ought to please lJots of people 
and save lots of work. But not so. 
The only reaction the préaching of 
the truth ever brings is unpleasant. 
First the great horde of nostrum mak- 
ers whose wares purport to penetrate 
the skin get in some wicked under- 
hand wallops. Then the prosperous 
cosmetic trade hands me a few pain- 
ful jolts. ‘Then the old timers in 
various sanitary jobs take sly digs 
at me for thus shaking the confidence 
of the public in the outworn tradi- 
tions of the school. And finally my 
colleagues in the health column field 
do their very best to keep the public 
confused about this essential ques- 
tion. 

I find it is just as unpopular to 
tell the truth about what goes in— 
or doesn't go in-—through the skin as 
it is to tell the physiological truth 
mesg what comes out through the 
skin. 

Here, time and again, I have as-| 
serted as bluntly and as forcibly as 
possible, that virtually nothing but 
salt and water is excreted through 
the skin. Virtually, I have always 
said. ‘That means that in any circum- 
stances, practically no poison, toxic 
matter, waste material or anything 
else than just plain salt and water 
is eliminated, thrown off, excreted or 
passed from the body in the sweat or 
through the skin. ;

very good that | believe it might have 
a chance to be accepted by “Life”’— 
a hint the “Hygeia” editor may turn 
to his financial advantage, if he 
hasn’t already submitted the item to 
that publication.

Answer: A _ recent edition of 

Howell's Physiology, one of the 
most authoritative  textboods, 
says that sweat has a low speci- 
fie gravity, 1.004; that sodium 
chloride (common salt) is the 
chief solid constituent, making 
up from 0.3 to 0.5 per cent, and 
that sweat contains also alkaline 
sulphate and phosphates in mi- 
nute quantities, although it is 
slightly acid in reaction. It also 
coutains mere traces of certain 
organic constituents (urea, urie 
acid, et al., and sometimes fraces 
of albumin). It has heen shown 
that after the action of vapor 
baths and as a result of muscular 
work the amount of urea efiini- 
nated in sweat way be consider- 
able. Under diseased conditions 
involving a diminished elimina- 
tion of urea through the kidneys, 
the amount found in the sweat 
is markedly increased so that 
erystals of it may be deposited 
on the skin. Under normal con- 
ditions, however, it is obvious 
that the organic constituents are 
of minor importance. The main 
fact to be Considered in the se- 
cretion of sweat is the elimina- 
tion of water.” :

Acts 
are now held to be constitutional that 
were abhorrently unconstitutional to 
the men of our earlier eras who made 
the constitution and helped to put the 
government into operation under tt,

The cham- 
pion, Mr. Lewis, apparently in fine 
physical shape, had the situation well 
in hand at all times, but there were 
occasions when he was in something 
bordering on a tight fix. 

In St. Louis recently Lewis defeat- 
ed Scissors Joe Stecher to settle all 
doubt, argument, wrangling between 
the two as to who was world cham- 
pion. Mr. Lewis failed to use his fa- 
mous, or infamous, headlock, and Mr. 
Stecher his scissors. But for all that, 
some people don't yet understand ev- 
erything about that St. Louis match. 
Last night for instance:

First Cash Customer: “Yeah, 
Lewis defeated Stecher for the title 
not long ago.”

Promoter Contos had a fair crowd 
—good, it was, compared to those at 
the Jast three or foyr matehes—on 
hand to watch the champion and the 
locally-popular Texan perform, Lewis, 
weighing 224, threw Jones, weighing 
®05, for the first fall in 39 minutes, 
five and two-fifths seconds in a se- 
ries of headlocks. It took more than 
one because Jones has a slender neck, 
n slender neck, that is. for wrestlers, 
and jumped out of the champion’'s 
clutches frequently. But Jones fi- 
nally weakened and went down. The 
second down came affer 10° minutes, 
seven and two-fifths seconds and was 
accomplished by Lewis in the same 
manner as the first, 

Hook Scissors. 


Jones tried frequently to apply his 
well-known hook scissors, a queer but 
effective combination of wrapping 
one’s legs around the middle portion 
of an opponent’s body and squeezing 
long and lustily. Lewis was careful 
never to allow the Texan to get be- 
hind him, which would have allowed 
to work himself into a_ favor- 
able position for the application of 
his scissors hold, 

For about the first 15 minutes of 
the affair both the behemoths milled 
around the ring, hands clasped be- 
hind each other's head, before either 
hit the mat. Paul eluded two or 
three attempts by Lewis to apply bis 
head-lock, Then Jones got Lewis on 
the floor, tried to wrap his legs 
around the Strangler, but was highly 
unsuccessful, 

During this time Mr. Lewis shift- 
ed his head-lock system of attack 
from the neck to the middle or Mr. 
Jones anatomy. ‘They were soon up 
and milling in the middle of the ring 
again. 

“Grapevine.” 


At one time the Texas lad secured 
a hold known in the vernacular as a 
“grapevine,” whatever that is. To 
apply it one must sit on the floor, 
bend one's opponent’s arm double, 
clamping the leg over it securely. 
This, when applied for some few 
minutes, cuts off cireulation and 
causes the arm to become numb. 
Jones secured this hold on Lewis’ 
left arm, with which the latter ap 
plies his head-logk, and naturally 
Lewis was very desirous of extricat- 
ing his arm. He even went so far 
as to get up off the floor, on his feet, 
while Mr. Jones was suspended from 
Lewis’ arm, head down. H@ hung on, 
however, and Lewis went back to the 
floor. Shortly thereafter, he .man- 
aged to get out of the hold. 

The match was fairly fast and 
highly pleasing to the assembled cash 
customers.

Conditions prevaliing in Russian 
are practically unknown to the out- 
side world, he said. 

Russia, he pointed out, is the home 
of the futuristic art that is being cul- 
tivated so extensively in America now. 
It has resulted in square-shaped ur- 
chitecture, somewhat ugly in the opin- 
ion of Loewinsohn, which architec- 
ture is influencing new buildings in 
Moscow to a large extent. In Lenin- 
grad the influence is not so noticeable. 
but some new buildings are construct- 
ed on this style.
